ENGLISH XVUOI CENTURY FURNITURE 


Many beautiful objects are included in this collection of furniture 
among which are an important carved mahogany knee-hole desk 
after a design by William Kent, English, circa 1740. A Georgian 
carved mahogany serpentine-front knee-hole desk, circa 1760. 
Chinese Chippendale mahogany cabinet, circa 1785. A Georgian 
mahogany tambour-front commode, circa 1775. An important 
XVIII Century Chinese Chippendale mahogany sofa in needle- 
point. A pair XVIII Century Chippendale mahogany arm chairs in 
needlepoint. George I carved mahogany arm chair with needle- 
point seat, circa 1720. Also, an important Adam carved and gilt 


' side table with marble top, circa 1770. Elaborately carved Chip- 
pendale mahogany four-poster canopied bed with drapery of the 


XVIII Century, and mahogany and satinwood Carlton House 
desk are only a few of the outstanding pieces. 


FRENCH SALON MOBILIER 


An extensive Louis XVI finely carved and gilded salon garniture 
with Aubusson tapestry comprises two sofas, two bergeres and six 
fauteuils. A superb Louis XVI acajou and marquetry writing table 
of the XVIII Century is another very attractive object. Also, a 
Louis XV _ heart-shaped kingwood and marquetry poudreuse of 
the XVIII Century is most desirable as is an equally superb Louis 
XV kingwood and marquetry commode. 


IMPORTANT GEORGIAN SILVER 


The silver collection contains many beautifully wrought pieces 
reflecting exquisite taste and craftsmanship. A few of the objects 
in a large group are a George II silver gilt cup with cover by Paul 
Lamerie, London, 1732. A silver repousse ‘‘Lighthouse”’ coffee 
pot also by Paul Lamerie, London, circa 1739. An exquisite 
George III tea and coffee service and a large two-handled tray by 
Thomas Hannam and John Crouch, London, 1783. A set of 
three George II silver muffineers by James Slater, London, 1737. 


A complete George III silver dinner service with the crest of Lord 
Pallfy comprising 36 dessert plates and 12 oval platters by Andrew 
Fogelberg and Stephen Gilbert, London, 1788. 


Other beautiful silver objects are a set of 18 George II silver gilt 
dessert plates by Edward Wakelin, London, 1759. A George III 
18K gold cup, attributed to Richard Burton, London, entered 
1758. Queen Anne to George III flatware of rat-tail spoons, three- 
pronged forks and pistol-handled knives by Paul Lamerie and other 
famous makers are very rare items and seldom seen on the market. 


GOTHIC: RENAISSANCE & XVHOI CENTURY 
VELVETS, TEXTILES & TAPESTRIES 


Among many colorful and valuable panels and tapestries are a 
Rhenish high relief figural embroidery applique on green cisele 
Gothic velvet. Gothic and Renaissance panels and embroideries. 
Magnificent velvet copes with gold embroidered borders and hoods. 
Italian XVI Century chasubles with needlepoint. A Spanish XVII 
Century antependium. An important Amsterdam or Mortlake 
Table Carpet, monogrammed and dated 1652, in perfect condition. 
Also an important Gothic tapestry panel, Brussels early XVI Cen- 
tury depicting The Descent from the Cross, published and illus-

A carved rock crystal plaque 
by Valerio Belli, depicting Christ with His Disciples in the Temple 
showing His wounds to St. Thomas. A tortoise-shell and gold 
box with enameled portrait of William the Third and coat-of- 
arms of Londonderry, circa 1813. Other objects include “‘La 
Baigneuse’, a Sevres bisque statuette after Etienne-Maurice Fal- 
conet, 1716-1791. and a terra cotta bust of Marie Antoinette, 
signed and dated, Houdon f.1787.
